Sacramento Faces Fast Chico Eleven 
In FWC Gridiron Contest Tomorrow 
Seeking First Conference Win

If the Hornets are to stay in contention for the Far 
Western Conference title they must beat the Chico Wildcats 
tomorrow afternoon at Grant Bowl. The kick-off for the 
contest highlighting SSC Homecoming activities is slated 


for 2:30 p.m. Sacramento has suffered one loss 
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competition while Chico holds a 
decision over the University of 
Nevada. It is the consensus of 
Opinion that the team walking 
off with the championship trophy 
will suffer at least one loss 
Both Clubs Lose 

Both clubs suffered losses last 
week end and will be trying to 
bounce back. The Hornets lost 
a hard decision to the undefeat- 
ed Humboldt Lumberjacks while 
Chico dropped a 25-8 decision to 
Leng Beach State College. Sac- 
ramento defeated the 49ers 26-14. 

Chico runs basically out of a 
T formation, but split off either 


or both ends, with a flanker 
back on most plays. The Wild- 
cats boast one of the fastest 


backfields in the conference, al- 


though they are a little shy of 
beef. ''p front the entire line, 
which earned them a second 


place finish in 1957 is returning 
Chico Passes 

In its first four games Chico 
has thrown passes on about 55 
percent of the plays. Chief throw- 
er is QB Del Whittier, former 
Yuba College and C llege of Pa- 
cific star and the only non-letter- 
man in the starting line-up. Whit- 
tier throws most of his passes off 
bootlegs and roll outs 

Coach Johnny Baker is plan- 
ning no major changes but has 
been working on getting his re- 
ceivers Humboldt's ends 
were so successful in knocking 
down and containing the Hornet 
ends that quarterbacks Fred 
Scott and Tom Zunino were able 
to complete only five out of 25 
pases. On several occasions the 
two quarterbacks were forced to 
eat the ball for losses when no 
receivers were left on their feet.

inwnunity from poliomyelitis, but 
the vaecine has been judged 90 
percent effective. 

The shots for which students 
will have signed up will be given 
October 77 from 8 a.m. te 4 p.m. 
in the Student Health center. 
These shots will inchade first 
shots for amy one «ho hag not had 
a shet, second shots fer persons 
whe hed their first shot net less 
than a menth prior to Oecteber 77 
and third shots for these who had 
their second shot not less than 
seven months prior to Octeber 27 

The signups for the second 
series of shots will be held Ne- 
vember 17-21. The shots them- 
selves will be given November 
24. This shot includes second 
shety for persons who had their 
first shots on October 27, and 
third shots for those persons who 
had their second shots during the 
Apri] and May polio innoculation 
series last spring 

The third series of shots will 
be given in late May.

Let us, there- 
fore, pause for a moment and retell bie ever-glorious, endlessly 


suurnng saga. 





Christopher Columbus was born in Genoa on August 25, 1451. 
His jather, Ralph T. Columbus, was in the three-minute auto 


wash game. 


His mother, Bleanor (Swifty) Columbus, was a 


sprinter. Christopher was an only child, except for his four 
brothers and eight sisters. With hie father busy all day at the 
auto wash and his mother eonstantly away at track meets, 
young Columbus was left pretty much to his own devices. 
However, the lad did net sult or brood. He was an avid reader 
and speut all his waking hours immersed in a book. Unfor- 
tunately, there was only one book in Genoa at the time — 
Care of the Horse by Aristotle —-and after several years of reading 
Care of the Horse, Colambus grew restless. So when rumor 
reached him that there was another book in Barcelona, off he 
ran us fast as has fat little legs would earry him. 


The rumor, alas, proved false. The only book in Barcelona 
was (nidar un Caballo by Aristotle, which proved to be nothing 
more than a Spanish translation of Care of the Horse. 


Bitterly disappointed, Columbus began to dream of going to 
India where, according to legend, there were thousands of books. 
But the only way to ge te India was on horseback, and after so 
many years of reading Cere of the Horse, Columbus never wanted 
to clap eyes on a horse again. Then a new thought struck him: 
perhaps it was possible te get to India hy sea! 

Fired with his revolutionary new idea, Columbus raced to 
the court of Ferdinand and Isabella on his little fat legs (Co- 
lumbus was plagued with little fat legs all his life) and pleaded 
his ease with such fervor that the rulers were persuaded. 


On October 12, 1492, Columbus set foot on the New World. 
The fullowing year he returned to Spain with a cargo of wonders 
never before seen in Envepe— spices and metals and plants and 
flowers and— most wondrows of all— tobacco! Oh, what a sensa- 
tion tobaces caused in Burepe! The filter had long since been 
invented (by Aristotle, curiously enough) but nobody knew 
what to de with it. Now Columbus, the Great Discoverer, made 
still anether great diseovery: he took a filter, put tobacco in 
front of it, and invented the world’s first filter cigarette !

Lounge Furniture

w®> year and the history is rapidly piling up memories for the 


students and alumni. Piling up, too, are the memories of 


foottali as the Green and Gold 
rolis on in its fifth year of inter- 
collegiate competition. For a short 
while let us unpile that stack of 
memories and relive some of the 
football highlights at SSC 

September 25. 1954. with ex- 
perience as green as their colors, 
the Hornets opened the first 
ganre of their career when they 
entertained the San Diego Navy 
Biuejackets on a pleasant Satur- 
day evening. As the evening wore 
on, however, things became 
slightly unpleasant and the Blue- 
jackets rolled the uninitiated Hor- 
nets into the ground with a 46 
to 0 win. 

The season moved on but the 
Hornets, under the coaching of 
Dave Strong. were unable to 
make the win column. They 
dropped games to Humboldt 
State, 28 to7; Cal Aggies 14 to 0: 
Chico, 40 te 0; Nevada 27 to 14; 
San Francisco, 4 to 0 and Ala- 
meda, 21 to 19. 

Yes, 1954 was a rough year for 
the freshmen Horne:s, even that 
first homecoming game against 
the Cal Aggies was not to belong 
to them. Who were some of the 
men who played on fhat first 
Hornet team? Well, looking back 
through our pile of memories 
these names appear: Fred Moel- 
ler, Ted DeMerritt, Gene Wiese, 
Don Miller and Lioyd Snelson 
names probably unfamiliar to un- 
derci ind just vaguely re- 
membered by seniors.

When did the Hornets win their 
first game? A question soon an- 
swered when the Green and Gold 


epened their second season of 
play on September 24, 1955 
against Southern Oregon, That 


was the Hornets’ first win, 7 to 6. 
With an opening win under 
their belts the Mornets eageriy 
tangled with their next oppon- 
ent, Treasure Isiand, and came 
out the victors 22 to 0. Then some 
rough opponents put a stop to the 
Hornets’ bid for an undefeated 
geason and they dropped their 
next two games. October 22 was 
a day to remember When the 
Hornets worn their first home- 
coming game by a 15 to 7 score, 
defeating the University of Santa 
Barbara at Santa Barbara 
Moving on to the 1956 season, 
the Hornets opened their cam- 
paign with a 13 to 13 tie against 
Los Angeles. Stil! under the di- 
rection of Dave Strong, the Hor- 
nets won two games in a row 





amd looked toward their hame- 
coming game on Ortober 20th 
with lots of determination. It was 
a hard fought battle, but the Hor- 
nets lost to the Cal Aggies by a 
score of 33 to 26. 

A change of coaches for the 
Hornets opened the 1957 season 
as Coach John Baker took over 
the helm. The Green and Gold 
got off to quite a start, winning 
their first three in a row to set 


vaded Chico for their homecom- 
ing game, each team being un- 
beaten, but the game ended with 
the Wildcats winning by a 2) to 
13 score. 

Homecoming for 1957 saw the 
big Green down a fighting Uni-

A packed two day program, designed to give Sacramen- 
to State College alumni a royal Homecoming, will begin to- 
dav with the election of the 5th annual Homecoming queen. 

' The program appears to be well planned and expecta- 
tions of a successful affair are apparent throughout the 
campus. ; 

Alumni who take part in the celebration will have an 
oppertunity to renew acquaintances and meet new people 
who are involved in campus activities. 

The lone alumni from the class of 1948 and the others 
from the early college graduating classes (SSC was on the 
Sacramento Junior College campus from 1 thru 1952) 
will probably be amazed at the changes which have taken 
place in “their” college. In the first year the college con- 
sisted of only 150 students and nine faculty and adminis- 
trative personnel. At present there are more than 6500 full 
and part time students and over 250 faculty and administra- 
tive persons 

Curriculum offerings have expanded upward and out- 
ward to meet the demands of the increased enrollment. The 
latest program to be initiated is beach and park manage- 
ment, incidentally the only one in California. 

The most obvious feature of the college’s progress 1s 
the building program, which at the moment amounts to 
little more than a good beginning, and will, in another 
five vears, surprise even those students graduating in 1959. 

The Homecoming celebration, an integral part of the 
college program, also continues to expand, The occasion 
will eventually have much significance for the Alumni As- 
sociation which as yet is still quite young. 

For alumni, the welcome mat is out and the college is 
on it’s best behavior. 





Proposition |7 Important 


Proposition Three is of vital importance to state col- 
leges and other state institutions and has consequently re- 
ceived much publicity on campus. Of equal or greater im- 
portance to state institutions is Constitutional Proposition 
17, which, as vet has received little or no play on campus. 

Proposition 17 provides for a reduction in the state 
sales tax from the present 3 percent to 2 percent. It also pro- 
vides for an increase in the income tax percentages for 
higher wage brackets and a decrease in the income tax per- 
centages taken from the lower wage brackets. 

California State Treasurer Richard Button recently 
estimated that if approved, Proposition 17 would throw the 
state budget off by at least $200,000,000. This means that 
California’s credit, which is already low in the eyes of bond 
buyers, would be dealt a severe blow. 

The passage of Proposition 3 would become insignific- 
ant if Proposition 17 were approved. The Proposition 3 
$200,000,000 bond issue would be useless since the bond 
market would be damaged. 

If Sacramento State College is to satisfy the needs of 
future students who live in it’s service area, Proposition 17

must be defeated and Proposition 3 carried.
